WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


cost of living, tod by higher 
prices for clothing, accelerated 
ht September and pushed the 
rate of inflation to 3.8 per cent 
since President Nison'e Phase 2 
price controls began, the gov- 
ernment said today. 


the administration says it 


wants to reduce the rate of in- 
flation to the range of 2 to 3 per 
cent by the end of the year. On 
a seasonally adjusted basis, the 
September rise amounted to I 
per cent. On an unadjusted 
basis it was 4.1 per cent.

Kissinger was accompanied 


to the meeting today by U.S. 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker, 
Deputy Ambassador Charles S. 
Whitehouse and Gen. Creighton 
W. Abrams, the U.S. Army 
chief of staff. 


South Vietnamese sources 


who reported that a ceasefire 
proposal was figuring in the 
talks ssid it probably called for 
onby a partial truce as a "good 
will" gesture that could lead to 
further agreements. 


"It Is impossible to have any 


c«as*-fire that could be en- 
forced, even by international 
body," said one South Vietna- 
mese official. "It might mean 
an end to bombing and mining 
of the North and perhaps an ex- 
change of prisoners, but it 
would be impossible to guaran- 
tee any kind of a cease-fire in 
the South where the fighting to 
going on." 


The chief stumbling block to 


a cease-fire agreement has 
been Thtou's rejection of the 
Communist condition that he 
resign and give way to a three- 
faction coalition government in- 
cluding the Communtots. 


There has been widespread 


speculation that Kissinger to 
trying to persuade Thtou to 
step down, and the South 
Vietnamese information minis- 
try in a comimitfruf Thursday 
said the president had renewed 
his vow "never to accept" a 
coalition regime. 


A number of Thtou's political 


opponents refused an invitation 
to meet with him Thursday 
night to discuss the current 
stetu.1 of the peace effort. 


"Many of us feel that Thtou 


to trying to create a myth 
about opppffrfo" to a tripartite 
government proposal," said one 
political foe of the president. 
"We feel he is onb/ pretending 
to ask for opinions to strength- 
en his position. We are not wil- 
ling to he used for such propa- 
ganda, so we have refused to 
meet with him."

New type of spying: 


CM reporfs used by grain spy? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Midwest congressman says se- 
cret Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy reports may have been used 
by a so<ah>d international 
grain spy who fed inside tips to 
a Kansas City trade magazine 
about huge U.S. wheat sales to 
the Russians. 


Rep. Roman C. Pucinski, D- 


01., told The Associated Press 
that the CIA earlier this year 
furnished the Agriculture De- 
partment with a detailed ac- 


count of Soviet crop failures 
which tod to the $l-billion sale 
of U.S. wheat and other grain 
to Moscow. 


Further, 
Pucinski said, 


telephone calls purportedly 
made from London in July and 
August to Milling It Baking 
News. Kansas City, probably 
placed by a USDA employe 
who had access to the CIA in- 
formation. 


The magasine's subscribers 


largely are grain dealers, ex- 


porters, flour millers and bak- 
ers. 


The grain sates, including 


more than 400 million bushels 
of wheat, or one-fourth of the 
U.S. crop, have prompted alle- 
gations 
by Sen. 
George 


McGovem and others that pri- 
vate American grain companies 
were able to reap windfall prof- 
its because of inside informa- 
tion fed to them by Nixon ad- 
ministration farm officials. 


A detailed account of a 


month-long aeries of phone 
calls to Kansas City by the 
mysterious tipster was pub- 
lished Oct. 3 by the magazine'! 
editor, Morton Sosland. 
The caller, at first identifying 


himself as "Mr. Smith" of the 
London Financial Times, pro- 
vided Sosland with details-lat- 
er proved to be accurste-on 
the timing and volume of the 
Soviet wheat purchases. 


The calls began July 17,

salt; set aside. 


Beat eggs; add milk, butter. 


Peel remaining potato and 


finely abred; squeese to remove 
water. There should be shout 
1/4 cup shredded potato after 
squeeting. 


In s large mixing bowl, thor- 


oughly mix shredded potato 
with mashed potato. With a pas- 
try blender mix in sifted flour 
mixture until fine crumbs are 
formed. Stir in milk mixture 
until flour is completely damp- 
ened. 


Spoon bacon fat into a 9-inch 


cast-iron skillet. Place in a pre- 
heated 425-degree oven for 
about S minutes to heat bacon 
1st and pan. Remove pan from 
oven and swirl bacon fat over 
bottom of pan. Add batter. Re- 
turn pan to oven and bake until 
top is browned and edges are 
crisp and browned — 35 to 40 
minutes. Serve from pan; or 
turn out of psn, turn right side 
up. Cut into wedges. Serve hot 
with butter.

Razorbacks battle Longhorns 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


University of Texas has pro- 
duced a new game —Guess The 
Defense. 


The participants this week 


arc the University of Arkansas 
coaching staff. 


The prize is the favorite's 


role in the Southwest Confer- 
ence and there will even be a 
national television audience for 
the meeting Saturday night at 
Austin, Tex. 


Arkansas, 4-1 for the season, 


is 2-0 in the SWC. Texas, 3-1 
after a 27-0 loss to Oklahoma 
last week, is 1-0 in the confer- 
ence. The winner in this series 
has captured the conference 
championship seven of the last 
11 years. 


"We've kind of known what 


to expect from them in the 
past," says Arkansas Coach 
Frank Broyles. "But, not this 
year. We've had to work on a 
lot of things because we don't 
know how they classify us. 


"They played one scheme 


against Texas Tech who has 
two «lde outs (receivers) and 
then they played an entirely 
different scheme against Utah 
State which has two wide 


outs," Broyles said. "They used 
a combination against Miami 
and then went to another 
scheme against Oklahoma's 
Wishbone." 


Texas' defense, which Long- 


horn Coach Darrell Royal Mid 
gave a "fanatical effort," per- 
mitted the Sooners previous 
little last week. 
• 


Oklahoma's defense scored 


two touchdowns—a 
Mocked 


kick and a fumbled pitchout— 
and the Longhorns' offense left 
the Sooners in excellent posi- 
tion for their other touchdown 
and two field goals. The one 
touchdown scored by the Okla- 
homa offense came on a 35- 
yard drive. 


Oklahoma, which had aver- 


aged more than 620 yards in its 
first three games, netted only 
273 yards against Texas. 


"Broyles said Texas' defense 


gave up "nothing ... inside, 
outside or anywhere." 


Broyles says he should know 


early Saturday night how Texas 
plans to defend against Ar- 
kansas' attack, which features 
the passing of quarterback Joe 
Ferguson and the impromptu 
running halfbacks Dickey Mor- 


ton and John Richardson. 


Arkansas uses two and some- 


times three wide receivers and 
operates from the split bacfc- 
fleld as well as the I formation. 


"We'll mix them up accord- 


ing to what we want to do," 
Broyles said. He admitted that 
the Razorbacks plan to use 
three wide receivers "quite a 
bit." 


Arkansas used the three wide 


receivers—Jim Hodge, Mike 
Reppond and Jack Ettinger—A 
great deal against TCU and 
Ferguson had his best game of 
the year, completing 20 of 32 
for 
304 yards 
and 
four 


touchdowns. 


Ferguson shot down Texas 


last year, completing 14 of 24 
passes for 249 yards and three 
touchdowns in a 31-7 victory. 
Arkansas later slipped up 
against Texas AftM and Rice 
and Texas returned to the Cot- 
ton Bowl for the fourth straight 
year. 


Last year, the Longhorns at- 


tempted to spread out and de- 
fend. It was revealed earlier 
this week that Texas would use 
All-America offensive tackle 
Jerry Sisemore at 
middle 


guard against Arkansas to help 
rush Ferguson. Sisemore is 6- 
fbot-4, 260 pounds and ex- 
ceptionally quick. 


the Longhorns have also 


been working linebacker Randy 
Braband at defensive tackle to 
help with the pass rush. 


Arkansas' offense consists 


primarily of Freguson's passing 
and getting the football to Mor- 
ton and Richardson on draw 
plays, screen passes and count- 
er plays. 


"Our advantage is that Mor- 


ton and Richardson can see 
daylight," Broyles said. 


"You can't draw a plan and 


tell them where to run. They 
just take a look and do what 
comes naturally. Some of Dick- 
ey's biggest plays have come 
when he broke outside after it 
was obvious to everyone that 
he was going off-tackle on the 
sprint-draw play." 


Morton, second in the SWC in 


rushing, was named Offensive 
Player of the Week in the con- 
ference this week for his per- 
formance against Baylor—34 
carries for 157 yards and two 
touchdowns. 


** * * ** 
Old rivalry is revived 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Up 


until the last two years, there 
was no way you could help but 
look knowledgeable on the Ar- 
kansas-Texas outcome. 


All you had to do was throw 


out a couple of paragraphs ex- 
plaining how this series had 
been close for years and how it 
should be close again. Then, 
you picked one team or the oth- 
er by two or three points and 
sat back—confident. 


The forecaster might not al- 


ways pick the winner, but he 
would at least look good. 


The scores ran 13-12, 24-23, 7- 


3, 17-13, 14-13, 27-24, 12-7, 21-12, 
39-29, and, of course, 15-14. 


Then, in 1970 the bottom fell 


out. Texas romped 42-7. In 1971, 
it was Arkansas 31-7. 


Saturday night Arkansas and 


Texas will go at it again at 


Austin and, as usual, the win- 
ner will emerge as the favorite 
in the Southwest Conference. 


Arkansas is 2-0 in the confer- 


ence with victories over TCU 
and Baylor. Texas is 1-0 in the 
SWC-* 25-20 triumph over 
Texas Tech. 


The Razorbacks led Baylor 


21-0 and 2M, but the Bears ral- 
lied each time after blocking 
Arkansas punts. It took a long 
march and a late field goal by 
Mike Kirkland to shut the door 
on the Bears, 31-20. 


Ironically, it was a blocked 


kick that crushed Texas last 
week. 


The Longhorns had battled 


Oklahoma to a standstill and 
were trailing 3-0 when there 
was some confusion on a third 
down kick. The kick 
was 


blocked and the Sooners recov- 
ered in the end zone for a 


touchdown that turned the tide 
in a 27-10 decision. 


The Oklahoma loss marked 


the first time Texas had been 
shut out since losing 134 to 
LSU in the 1963 Cotton Bowl. 


Normally, you wouldn't ex- 


pect a team to bounce back 
from that type loss, but there is 
no normalcy to the Arkansas- 
Texas rivalry. 


In the aftermath of the Okla- 


homa loss, the Texas coaching 
staff demoted three offensive 
linemen to the second unit. 


Encouraging from the Ar- 


kansas standpoint is the suc- 
cess quarterback Joe Ferguson 
enjoyed against Texas last year 
— completing 14 of 24 passes 
for 249 yards, including 11 of 20 
for 218 yards in the first half. 


Texas isn't likely to make the 


mistakes against Arkansas that 
it made against Oklahoma. But, 


if Ferguson is on .... well, ask 
TCU.

med up on Anderson. He then 
turned his attention to Cincin- 
nati catcher Johnny Bench.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I can un- 


derstand that in the case of 
a diabetic, all sweet stuff is 
taboo. Yet honey is on thai 
list also, but it is the natural 
sweetener. Why isn't it al- 
lowed? 


Dear Reader—Not all doc- 


tors restrict all sweets for 
diabetics although most doc- 
tors prefer that the carbohy- 
drates be in less concen- 
trated form, namely in vege- 
tables or natural fruits. The 
reason for this is to keep the 
sweets from being absorbed 
too quickly into the blood 
and causing a sharp rise in 
the level of the blood sugar. 
R e c e n t recommendations 
from the diabetic society 
have liberalized the amount 
of carbohydrates that diabet- 
ics can use while restricting 
the amount of fats, particu- 
larly saturated or animal 
fats in an effort to decrease 
the possible influence of the 
diet in diabetics on causing 
the high incidence of heart 
disease that diabetics often 


have.

, _ double sugar and 


when it is absorbed through 
the digestive tract, it is spfit 
into two simple sugars, one 
of these is called glucose, the 
other is readily converted to 
olucose which is the form of 
sugar that the body uses for 
energy." 


It's true that honey is a 


natural sweetener and its 
carbohydrates are composed 
of a single sugar which are 
directly absorbed into the 
bloodstream where they are 
converted to glucose the 
same as ordinary sugar and 
have the same effects in that 
regard. Thus as far as rais- 
ing the blood sugar level is 
concerned in the diabetic, 
both normal sugar and honey 
will cause this.

North really doesn't have a 
bid over West's one-spade 
opening. If he doubles he 
expects his partner to bid 
hearts and his minor suits 
are just four cards each.

about the s h a m e f u l way 
you've been treated by that 
terrible 
home-improvement 


contractor to somebody be- 
sides Harry, your favorite 
bartender. 


And while it is unlikely 


that Harry can do much for 
you except to lend a sym- 
pathetic ear, or wipe away 
your tears, there's a good 
chance of your getting some 
kind of redress through the 
National Remodelers Associ- 
ation, if you have a legiti- 
mate cause of complaint. 


The association has nearly 


5,000 members nationwide- 
contractors who do home- 
improvement work and re- 
modeling—who are commit- 
ted to a code of ethics as one 
means of trying to improve 
the industry's image. An- 
other is the maintenance of 
a national clearing house for 
consumer complaints at the 
association's national offices 
in New York. 
As an example of how it 


works, a h o m e o w n e r in 
Ohio had paid a local con- 
tractor 6865 to waterproof 
a leaky basement. The next 
good rain demonstrated that 
it was still a leaky base- 
ment. The contractor seemed 
to have little enthusiasm for 
doing anything a b o u t the 
situation, so the homeowner 
wrote to the National Re- 
modelers Association. 


A staff man there sent the 


complaint to another con- 
tractor in the Ohio city, a 
member of the N.R.A.'s lo- 
cal council there. The con- 
tractor inspected the job and 
reported that, although high- 
quality materials had been 
used, the basement did in- 
deed still leak. 


An official of the council 
talked to the original con- 
tractor. What he said is not 
recorded—but the home- 
owner got a refund of the 
full 6865. 


"Frankly, we don't have 


much in the way of teeth— 
yet. Our only weapon is per- 
suasion," says the associa- 
tion's executive director, Jo- 
seph M. Nahay. "But a local 
contractor isn't very com- 
fortable when he meets the 
other boys if they've got a 
down on him for giving the 
business a bad name. So per- 
suasion works pretty well, 
with most legitimate and 
conscientious contractors."
